The  text  has  been  prepared  in  abbreviated  form  in  keeping 
with  your  recent  public  pronouncement  that  departmental  reports  and 
printing  should  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

The  extended  activities  of  the  Commission  during  the  period 
1939-19A2,  inclusive,  were  made  possible  by  the  large  and  generous 
contributions  by  Federal  and  outside  agencies.  For  the  year  19^0  alone, 
these  services  exceeded  ^-1+7,000,     This  aid  has  now  entirely  disappeared. 
Our  proposed  program  will  depend  in  large  measure  upon  the  addition  of 
personnel  to  the  Commission's  present  staff,  as  requested  in  our  budget 
for  19AA-19^5. 

To  those  governmental  agencies  and  private  institutions  which 
have  so  generously  contributed  personnel  services,  quarters,  and  equipment. 


the  Coiiunission  wishes  to  express  especial  gratitude.  VJithout  this 

aid  a  major  part  of  the  Commission's  v;ork  would  not  have  been  possible.

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COMMISSION'S  ACTIVITIES  FOR  THE  BIENNIUMS  OF 
1939-19AO  AND  19A1-1942 

A.  ADMINISTR/vTIVE 

Legislative  Councils:  A  comprehensive  review  and  study  was  made 
by  the  Commission  covering  the  composition,  powers,  and  activi- 
ties of  legislative  councils  throughout  the  United  States. 
This  study  gave  aid  and  direction  to  the  legislative  body  in 
creating  the  Maryland  Legislative  Council.  A  report  covering 
these  findings  and  recommendations  was  released  by  the  Commis- 
sion in  January  1939. 

Maryland  Mapping  Agency;  The  Commission  published  a  progress 
report,  during  July  1939,  of  the  activities  of  the  Maryland 
Mapping  Agency.  The  continuing  useful  activities  and  functions 
of  the  agency,  to  this  period,  brought  about  the  establishment 
•f  the  Bureau  of  Control  Surveys  and  Maps.  The  Bureau  was 
created  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Commission  to  the  Governor 
and  the  Legislative  Assembly.  This  agency  began  functioning 
under  its  present  authority  on  June  1,  1939. 

The  activities  of  this  Bureau  have  been  temporarily  suspended 
for  the  duration  due  primarily  to  difficulty  in  maintaining 
adequate  staff.  The  maps,  data,  and  files  of  this  Agency  ar« 
being  currently  used  by  the  State  Roads  Commission  in  its  plan- 
ning activities. 

Committee  on  Uniform  Accounting:  After  careful  consideration  by 
the  Commission'' s  Committee  on  Uniform  Accounting,  three  bills 
were  prepared  and  presented  to  the  1939  Legislature,  relating 
to  public  financing.  These  bills  subsequently  enacted  into  laws 
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ADACENISTR/.TIVE  ( continued) 

were:   (1)  a  bill  requiring  certain  security  for  public  sink- 
ing fund  deposits  in  excess  of  the  amount  covered  by  the  Federal 
Deposit  Insurance  Corporation;  (2)  a  bill  to  accord  negotiability 
to  public  securities  payable  from  special  funds;  (3)  ^^  bill 
establishing  m3.ximum  allowable  terms  for  nnd  requiring  public 
sale  in  serial  form  of  certain  public  v/orks  bond  issues. 

Local  Legislation  in  Maryland;   In  a  report,  released  by  the  Com- 
mission during  April  19A0j  a  study  was  presented  covering  the 
volume  and  character  of  special  and  local  legislation  handled 
by  the  Legislature  in  recent  years.  This  study  v/as  undertaken 
by  the  Commission  with  the  joint  cooperation  of  the  Department 
of  Political  Science  of  The  Jolins  Hopkins  University,  v;hich 
made  available  the  services  of  Dr.  V.  0.  Key,  Jr.,  and  the 
Maryland  Legislative  Council,  The  report  summa.rized  the  causes 
creating  unnecessary  burdens  upon  the  legislative  body  and 
recommended  practical  solutions  to  existing  outmoded  procedures. 

Roadside  Control;  A  corrprehensive  study  was  conducted  by  the 

Maryland  Legislative  Council  v;ith  the  cooperation  of  the  Mary- 
land State  Planning  Commission  in  which  data  and  statistics  on 
existing  conditions  of  roadside  misuse,  accidents,  and  fatali- 
ties v;erc  effectively  presented.  It  reviewed  also  the  limited 
e^cisting  legislative  authority  to  cope  rdrainistratively  v^ith 
these  problems.  This  report  v/as  published  by  the  Mr.ryland 
Legislr.tive  Council  and  released  during  October  19A0.  Based 
upon  recommendations  in  th^  report,  Ir-.vrs   were  enacted,  during 
19^1,  for:  the  establishment  rnd  regulation  of  parkways;  the 
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ADMINISTR/.TIVK  (continued) 

construction,  dusignation,  and  regulr.tion  of  fre&Nv.ys;   amended 
procedure  of  acquiring  property  by  condemnation  by  the  State 
Roads  GomraisGion;  and  amended  billboards  regulation.  A  bill 
introduced  to  enable  state-wide  highway  zonxnr^  was  defeated. 
Recommendations  Made  to  tlie  Legislative  Council  in  19A2:  The 
Commission  presented  to  the  Legislative  Council  a  progrrjn  for 
its  consideration  virhich  included:   (1)  thu  creation  of  a  Post- 
Viar  Public  l'Joii<s  Construction  Fund,  v;hich  v?ould  enable  construc- 
tion on  necessary  State  projects  to  strrt  immediately  after  the 
war  and  which  vrould  enable  a  decree  of  stabilization  of  possible 
unemployment  brought  about  by  a  change  from  a  vip.r   to  a  peace- 
time economy^  ( ..)  the  creation  of  a  Grant-in-Aid  Fund  which 
would  enable  Stat^  and  local  bodiefj  to  prepare  necessary  plans 
and  specifications  for  urgently  needed  projects  which  could  be 
started  in  e.   post-war  period;  (3)  a  comprehensive  study  of  the 
State's  higher  educational  system  including  state-aided  and 
state-supported  institutions  and  the  preparation  of  a  long  range 
higher  educational  program;  and  (^)  a  comprehensive  study  of  an 
over-all  State-in-aid  policy  to  political  subdivisions  for  its 
public  improvements. 
B.  ECONOMIC  AND  SOCIAL  TRilTOS 

Report  on  the  Iron  and  Steel  Industry  of  Llaryland  -  Blast  Furnaces, 
Steel  V.-orks  and  Rolling  Mills:  Because  of  the  importance  of  the 
iron  and  steel  industry  to  the  economy  of  the  State,  the  Con- 
mission  made  a  comprehensive  study  of  this  industry  to  determine 
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ECONOMIC  AND  SOCIAL  TRENDS  (continued) 

its  trends  and  future  outlook.  The  results  of  these  studies 
v^ere  released  by  the  Comriiission  in  November  193^ •  M?.terial 
is  continuouGly  being  gathered  to  keep  data  current  concerning 
this  important  industry. 

Economic  Studies  of  Maryland;  The  Commission  completed  in  19A0 
its  economic  studios  of  Maryland  ivhich  established  a  base 
pattern  for  keeping  current  economj.c  trends  for  tht  State, 
Additional  data  are  bein/?  assembled  regarding  trends  in  industry, 
agriculture,  and  services  throughout  the  State.  Analyses  are 
periodically  m^ade  to  determine  factors  influencing  trends. 
These  data  frequently  reveal  disturbing  changes  in  the  economy 
of  an  area  which  warrant  individual  and  detailed  study  of  the 
underlying  problems  causing  these  changes.  This  v:as  done  in 
the  instance  of  the  Western  Allegany  County  area. 

Preliminary  Economic  Study  of  the  Vvestern  Allegany  County  Area: 
In  carrying  fon/ard  the  collection  and  analysis  of  economic 
data  as  recoinmended  in  the  Economic  Studies  of  Maryland  pre- 
viously published,  economic  ma.ladjustraent  vjas  noted  in  the 
vjestern  Allegany  County  area.  The  Commission  studied  the 
problems  in  the  area  and  directed  attention  to  n,any  of  .the 
prevailing  causes  v.ith  suggested  remedial  mersures. 
C.  EDUCATION 

State-v.ide  Library  Survey  Committee;  This  project  now  being 
conducted  by  the  Commission  covers  a  comprehensive  sur^/ey  and 
analysis  of  existing  state-wide  library  facilities  and  prograjns. 
A  recoinraended  state-.ids  library  prograjj  based  upon  the  findings 
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EDUCATION  (continued) 

of  the  Commission's  library  committee  will  be  presented  to  the 
Governor  and  the  General  Assembly  for  their  information  and 
guidance.  This  program  might  also  form  part  of  a  post-v/ar 
planning  program  in  which  all  community  facilities  would  be 
considered. 

D.  HEALTH  AND  VJELFARE 

Medical  Care  and  Facility  Needs  Study;   On  January  23,  19A.0  the 
Commission  appointed  a  Committee  on  Medical  Care,  v:ith  the 
approval  of  Governor  Herbert  R.  0 'Conor,  to  sun/ey  the  entire 
field  of  medical  care  and  hospital  facility  needs  of  the  State. 
The  Comjoittee  ivas  asked  to  make  recoraiaendations  for  a  long 
range  medical  care  prograia  for  the  State. 

After  its  preliminary  studies  on  the  subject  the  Committee 
on  Medical  Care  joined  with  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  the 
State  Department  of  Vjelfare  in  making  its  comprehensive  study. 
A  report  covering  the  findings  and  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  is  now  being  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Governor 
and  the  General  Assembly. 

E.  HOUSING 

Defense  Housing  Activities  in  the  'Aashington  Metropolitan  Area; 
The  Commission  joined  with  the  National  Capital  Park  and  Plan- 
ning Commission,  the  Maryland-National  Capital  Park  and  Planning 
Commission,  the  Virginia  State  Planning  Board,  the  Alley  Dwelling 
Authority  of  Washington,  D.  C,  the  National  Resources  Planning 
Board,  the  Federal  Works  Agency,  and  the  National  Housing  Agency, 
to  prepare  a  comraunity  developra'^nt  plan  for  housing  war  and

defense  vrorkers  in  and  adjoq^ning  Washington.  IVith  mof:t  of 
the  preliminary  studies  completed,  the  assembled  information 
is  being  made  available  to  Federal  and  local  a/rcncies  con- 
cerned with  the  development  of  community  facilities  in  the 
Washington  metropolitan  ai'ea. 
Blighted  Areas  and  the  Defense  Program;   The  Commission  coop- 
erated with  the  Citizens  Planning  a.nd  Housing  Association  of 
Baltimore,  the  CurriciCu  i  in  Fine  Arts  of  The  Johns  Hopkins 
University,  and  the  Commission  on  City  Plan,  in  arranging  a 
series  of  seiainars  v'hich  coverud  defense  housing  and  blighted 
areas  and  its  relation  to  th^.  defense  program.  These  seminars, 
discussion,  and  a  suggested  program  for  eliminating  blighted 
areas  was  published  by  the  Commission  in  the  report  entitled 
"Blighted  Areas  and  the  Defense  Program."  This  report  v;as 
released  on  February  16,  19/+2. 

F.  INFOR-W.TION  AMD  REFEREWCE  WiTERIAL 

CTazetteer  of  Maryland;  The  Department  of  Geology,  liines  and  Water 
Resources  joined  v»'ith  the  Conmussion  in  the  issuance  of  an  offi- 
cial r;rzetteer  of  Maryland.  This  document  contains  detailed 
data  and  informa.tion  regarding  counties,  cities,  towns,  villages, 
mountains,  rivers,  bays,  elevations,  locations,  highways,  etc., 
to  be  used  as  psi   official  Statu  r^^ference  manual.  This  report 
was  jointly  released  August  9,  1942. 

G.  LOCAL  AND  REGIONAL  PL/A'NING 

Survey  and  Status  of  Local  Planning  in  Maryland;  At  the  request 
of  the  National  Rc^sources  Planning  Board,  the  Commission  under- 
took a  survey  of  all  existing  official  and  unofficial  planning 
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LOCAL  AND  RmiONAL  PLANNING  (continued) 

and  zoning  ngencies  known  to  b^J   functioning  in  tht;  State. 
This  survey  included  th'^  extent,  charr.ctcr,  and  jurisdic- 
tional creas  of  the  various  planning  and  zoning  agencies. 
This  report  also  presented  a  ri^ady  reference  to  existing 
legislation  and  to  additional  legislation  needed  to  carry 
out  planning  a.iC'  zoning  functions. 
Ba It imo r e-VJ a sh in gb o n-A nna polls  Area  Plan:  A  report  of  local 
planning  and  zoning  progress  in  the  Baltimofe-Vvashington- 
Anna polls  Area  vras  completed  and  released  in  November  1937. 
To  carry  forv\rard  the  planning  of  this  Area,  the  Commission 
appointed  a  permanent  coordinating  coranittee  for  this  area 
composed  primarily  of  planning  executives  of  the  several  plan- 
ning agencies  functioning  in  this  area.  Many  activities  relat- 
ing to  the  area  plan  are  soon  to  receive  further  detailed 
study,  most  of  which  will  be  centered  principally  around  the 
promotion  of  the  Baltijiiore-Vjashington  Parl-rway  proposal  now 
being  studied  by  interested  government   agencies.  Recent  nego- 
tiations with  the  National  Capital  Park  and  Planning  Commission 
indicate  that  the  Federal  goverament  is  proceeding  with  its 
plans  to  construct  a  portion  of  this  parlovay  from  the  nation's 
capital  to  Fort  George  G.  Meade,  which  will  traverse  in  most 
part  federally-owned  land.  These  plans  are  being  pressed  by 
the  l,ar  Department  as  part  of  its  military  program.  The  B-V.'-A 
Area  program  as  presented  in  the  November  1937  report  v.-ill  be 
reviev/ed  to  advance  the  plan  for  development  in  the  Area  wher- 
ever found  advisable.

B-D-A  (Baltimore  County,  Baltimorfc  City,  and  Anne  An-indbl  County) 
Coordinatin,^  and  Plannirvj  CoriLmittee;   A  committee  v/as  recently 
established  by  the  Commission  to  coordinate  and  plan  for  v/ar 
related  and  other  local  planning  problems  and  activities  in 
Baltiraore  City,  Baltimore  County,  and  Anne  Arundel  County, 
which  v.'ere  interjurisdictional  in  their  charrctcr.  Problems 
affecting  water  supply  to  Glenn  L.  Martin's  iuiddle  River  Plant; 
virater  and  sewerage  projects  in  the  Lodge  Forest  and  .iiddle  River 
area;  and  the  preparation  of  a  plan  of  streets  <■  nd  high'vvays  in 
the  Brooklyn-Curtis  Bay  area  affecting  Baltijiiore  City  and  Anne 
Arundel  County,  are  a  few  of  thu  major  improvement  problems 
which  the  Co'Tiinittee  has  helped  to  expedite.  The  Committee  has 
aided  cons.i,derably  in  creating  a  bettor  undtrstandin?  and  coop- 
ei'ative  spirit  between  thepe  jurisdictions  by  coordinating  their 
respective  planning  programs. 
Planning  and  Zoning  Activities  in  Baltimore  Co'-uity:   In  realizing 
the  need  for  housing,  roads,  schools,  v/atcr,  and  sev/erage  im- 
provements for  the  anticipated  jnigration  into  the  area,  the 
Commission  assisted  local  authorities  and  thu  Zoning  Commissioners 
in  thi;  preparation  of  a  comjnunity  development  plan  for  the  Middle 
River  area.  Th^  plan  included  provisions  for  all  the  necessary 
facilities  needed  to  accomraodate  vrar  workers  of  the  Glenn  L. 
Martin  and  the  Bethlehem  Steel  Company  plants.  The  Commission 
also  assisted  in  expediting  through  the  Federal  li.'orks  Agency, 
grants  to  the  local  subdivisions  for  construction  of  many  urgent 
projects  in  this  Area  due  to  the  migration  of  defense  workers.

Technical  assistance vas  afforded  the  Zoning  Commissioner 
of  Baltimore  Coionty  in  the  preparation-  of  the  County's  compre- 
hensive zoning  plan. 

Planninf,^  and  Zoning  in  Anne  Arundel  County;   Upon  the  request  of 
civic  groups  in  Anne  Arundel  County,  the  Commission  assisted 
in  reviewing  and  drafting  legislation  for  the  creation  of  a 
planning  and  zoning  authority  in  Anne  Arundel  County.  This 
proposal,  however,  ivas  defeated  by  the  electorate  at  the  polls 
in  19A0. 

Delma.rva  Peninsula  Study;   The  Commission  cooperated  with  the 
National  Resources  Planning  Board  in  preparing  a  recommended 
long  term  physical  improvement  program  for  the  Eastern  Shore 
counties.   This  study  reviewed  the  natural  resources  of  this 
area,  its  activities  and  institutions,  and  presented  a  program 
of  desirable  long  term  adjustment  in  the  area  together  with 
recommendations  for  public  works  improvemtnts. 
H.  POPULATION  STUDIES 

State-wide  Population  Studies;  Ylxth   the  aid  of  liork  Projects 
Administration  personnel,  the  Conniission  initiated  a  series 
of  population  studies  to  serve  the  pressing  needs  of  State, 
local,  and  public  agencies  for  such  data.  Shortly  after  this 
project  was  initiated  the  VJork  Projects  Administration  vdth- 
drew  their  assistance  because  of  their  v.-ar  activities  and  the 
project  was  suspended  for  the  duration. 
I.  WAR  AND  POST-WAR  PLAMINQ 

Baltiraore  Defense  Area  Study;  V/ith  the  cooperation  of  the  National 
Resources  Planning  Board  and  the  Office  of  Defense  Health  and 
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VJeli'are  Services,  this  Commission  studitd  problems  related  to 
war  and  post-v/ar  activities  in  the  Baltimore  Defense  Area. 
This  rt.port  covered  studies  in  population,  manufacturing^,  general 
economic  trends,  housing,  transportation,  education,  recreation, 
medical  care  and  social  protection,  v/ater  supply,  sev/erage, 
public  finance,  and  plannin;'j  for  the  area. 

This  material  furnished  dir»^ction  to  Federal,  State,  and 
local  agencies  dealing  with  the  various  phases  of  these  problems. 
It  was  released  during  April  19-42  in  a  report  entitled  "Prelimi- 
nary Report  -  Baltimore  Area  -  War  and  Post-Var." 

■  Community  Fncilities  Program:  The  Commission,  represented  on  the 
Maryland  Vital  Defense  Area  Board,  participated  in  the  study 
and  planning  of  coi.imunity  facilities  throughout  Maryland  v;hich 
v\rere  necessitated  by  increased  v/ar  activities.  Review  and  ap- 
praisal of  local  requests  were  frequently  made  by  the  Commission 
-.nd  presented  to  the  Board  for  Federal  approval  and  allotment. 
In  this  capacity  the  Commission  was  able  to  expedite  the  approval 
of  many  urgent  projects  throughout  the  Statu. 

Cooperation  with  Maryland  Council  of  Defense;  The  Maryland  Council 
of  Defense  has  frequently  called  upon  the  Commission  for  its  as- 
sistance on  statistical  and  planning  problems. 

Cooperation  with  the  Baltimore  Committer  on  Civilian  Defense:  The 
Corrinission  has  cooperated  in  malcin^,  mr.turial  and  services  avail- 
able to  the  Baltiiaore  Coixaittee  on  Civilian  Defense,  This  in- 
cluded planning  assistance  and  tht;  preparation  of  maps  and  data 
for  its  use. 
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WAR  AND  POST-V^AR  PLANNING  (continued) 

Cooperation  vjith  Federal  Agencies:   The  Commission  hr>s  frequently 
been  called  upon  by  various  Fedfcral  agencies  to  assist  thera  in 
their  local  planning  problems.  The  agencies  requiring  this 
assistance  include  the  National  Resources  Planning  Board,  the 
Office  of  Defense  Health  and  T/Velfare  Services,  the  National 
Housing  Agency,  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey,  the  Federal 
Defense  Public  Iv'orks,  V-'ar  Department,  Navy  Department,  U.  S. 
Public  Health  Service,  U.  S.  Public  Roads  Administration, 
National  Capital  Park  and  Planning  Commission,  and  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture.  In  most  instances,  ma.terial  already 
compiled  by  the  Commission  aided  materially  in  the  performance 
of  their  local  functions . 

J.  PUBLIC  WORKS 

Tentative  Long  Range  Airport  and  Airvray  Plan;  With  the  cooperation 
of  the  State  Aviation  Commission,  the  State  Planning  Commission 
prepared  a  tentative  program  for  airport  and  ainvay  development 
for  the  State.  This  study  was  initiated  at  the  request  of  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Authority.  The  findings  were  released  in  a 
confidential  report  to  the  Authority  in  February  19^0. 

Although  further  study  in  this  field  is  required,  vrork  on 
this  project  is  suspended  for  the  duration. 
Public  Vt'orks  Expenditures  for  Maryland;  A  detailed  study  was  made 
of  Federal,  State,  and  local  public  works  expenditures  over  a 
15-year  period  from  192-^  to  1939. 

This  reservoir  of  data  Vvdll  be  extremely  helpfiil  in  evaluating 
and  in  planning  Federal,  State,  and  local  public  vrorks  pro grans 
in  a  post-war  period.

B-D-A  (Baltimore  County,  Baltimore  City,  and  Anne  Arundf;!  County) 
Coordinating  and  Planning  Committee:   A  committee  v/as  recently 
established  by  the  Coirjnission  to  coordinate  and  plan  for  v/ar 
related  and  other  local  planning  problems  and  activities  in 
Baltiiaore  City,  Baltimore  County,  and  Anne  Arundel  Co'onty, 
which  v.'ert;  interjurisdictional  in  their  charrctcr.  Problems 
affecting  water  supply  to  Glenn  L.  Martin's  kidale  River  Plant; 
lirater  and  sewerage  projects  in  the  Lodf^e  Forest  and  ..iiddle  River 
area;  and  the  preparation  of  a  plan  of  streets  t'.nd  hi.'^jhways  in 
the  Brooklyn-Curtis  Baj''  area  affecting  Baltimore  City  and  Anne 
Arundel  County,  are  s   fev/  of  thu  major  ijiiproveiaent  problems 
which  the  Co'Tmittee  has  helped  to  expedite.

State  Six-Y(jar  Capital  Improvement  Program:  The  Commission 
joined  with  the  Department  of  Budget  and  Procurement  in  the 
prepar-'tion  of  a  six-year  capital  improvement  program  for  the 
State.  This  study  required  the  various  State  departments  to 
establish  projected  objectives  and  standards  and  the  procedure 
by  ijhich  these  goals  were  to  be  obtained.  This  progr'jn,  the 
first  of  its  kind  to  be  prepared  on  a  state  level  of  govem- 
ment,  gave  administrative  guidance  to  State  construction  re- 
quirements over  an  extended  period.  The  publication  covering 
this  study,  "Six-Year  Capital  Improvement  Program  for  ifaryland," 
v/as  released  in  March  19^1. 
Baltimore  County  Six-Year  Improvement  Program:  The  Commission 
initiated  in  Baltimore  County  a  prograjnming  study  of  necessary 
im.provements  and  services  for  a  six-year  period.   This  study, 
to  be  reviewed  annually,  provides  the  local  administrative 
body  with  complete  knov/ledge  of  the  County's  projected  needs 
and  suggested  means  of  obtaining  them.  The  Commission  plans 
to  use  the  procedure  and  technique  developed  in  this  County 
study  for  similar  efforts  in  other  counties  throughout  the 
State. 

Complete  county  studies  of  this  nature  would  provide  an 
excellent  source  for  planning  construction  and  service  activi- 
ties in  an  over-all  State  post-v-ar  program. 

K.  RECREATION 

Recreational  Areas  Study:  A  study  reviewing  recreational  areas 
throughout  the  State  vifas  conducted  by  the  Commission  in  coop- 
eration -with  the  Extension  Service  of  the  University  of  Ifcryland,

the  Str^.te  Deprirtment  of  Forestry,  the  N.'i.tional  Resources 
Planning  Board,  and  the  National  Park  Service.  The  study 
recoiamfended  a  long  term  rucreationa.l  areas  program  and  policy 
vrhich,  if  pursued,  T//ould  provide  the  people  of  MaryLand  v/ith 
ma.ximuni  recreational  benefits  from  the  State's  vast  resources.

Organized  Camping  Study;  Preliminary  study  has  been  made  of 
organized  camping  throughout  the  State  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  a  camping  progrc?jn  supplementing  the  various  fields 
of  rt^cruation  covered  in  the  "Maryland  Recreational  A.reas" 
study.  A  comprehensive  organized  camping  program  is  to  be 
carried  forward  in  our  projected  planning  program. 
L.  WATER  RESOURCIiS 

FloYJ-  Data  and  Draft  Storage  Curves:   The  Wa.ter  Resources  Commis- 
sion and  the  State  Planning  Commission  assembled  and  tabulated 
flow  data  for  22  major  streams  for  the  period  1929-1937.  This 
furnished  valuable  information  on  stream  flov;  of  Maryland's 
ma.jor  streajns,  essential  for  the  use  of  public  agencies,  priva.te 
industry,  practicing  engineers,  and  others  concerned  with  the 
use  of  our  vvater  resources.  These  data  are  contained  in  the 
publication,  released  in  June  19A-0j  entitled  "Flov:  Data  and 
Draft  Storage  Curves  for  Major  Streams,  1929-1937."

Cooperate  with  State  departments  and  political  subdivisions 
in  their  planning  problems 

F.  POPUUTION  STUDIES 

Assemble  and  analyze  population  data  for  convenient  use  by 
State  and  local  levels  of  government  as  v:ell  as  for  lay  agencies 
and  individuals. 

G.  WAR  AND  POST-V^fAR  STUDIES 

Assist  in  the  preparation  of  reservoir  of  needed  State,  county, 
and  municipal  public  vvorks  projects  vfhich  could  aid  in  post-war 
employment  stabilization.  Also,  study  is  being  given  to  the  for-
